C. B. Dougherty, Mahlon P. Hartzell, A. E. 
Hutchison And Ralph Z. Oyler Are Elected 
School Directors For Six And Four Year 
Terms Respectively; Perry J. Tawney 
Is New High Constable; New Ward 
Constables Chosen. 


While voters of Adams county were rolling up substan­ 
tial majorities for Democratic candidates for county offices. 
G ettysburg* electorate voted solidly, with one exception, for 
Republican nominees for council, the school board and con­ 
stable positions. 
The single exception to the clean sweep of Republican 
candidates in the borough was C. B. Dougherty, manager of 
the G ettysburg Ice and Storage company, who won one of the 
two positions on the school board for a six-year term. 
Six new councilmen, all Republicans, received Jarge ma­ 
jorities. 
They are D. C. Stallsmith and Emory C. Williams, 
first w ard; C. W. Epley and J. B. Wineman, second ward, and 
C. Ray Rupp and John E. Newman, third ward. 
Although Epley was elected a councilman on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, having won the nomination of that party in the 
primary, he is a registered Republican but will go to council 
as a non-partisan. 
• 
Heavy Ward Voting 
In the first and second precincts of the first ward, Stall­ 
smith ran on lx>th the Republican and Democratic tickets, re­ 
ceiving a total of 798 votes from both parties. 
Williams re­ 
ceived 555 votes in the two precincts. William G. Weaver, a 
registered Republican, but running as a Democrat, having 
won that party’s nomination in the primary, was defeated in 
the first ward, having tallied 474 votes. 
In the second ward, Epley’s partner on the councilmamc 
body will be J. B. W’ineman, Center Square merchant, the 
former receiving 556 votes and the latter, 514 votes. 
They 
defeated George A. Taylor, Republican incumbent on council, 
and R. P. Funkhouser, Democrat, the former receiving 286 
votes and the latter. 280 votes. 
Rupp, one of the new councilmen from the third ward, 
ran on both the Republican and Democratic tickets, receiving 
503 votes. Newman, his running mate, polled 367 votes, and 
Af. E. Bair, Democratic candidate for council from that ward, 
Received 311 votes.

The precise mechanism in the de­ 
velopment of chilblain is not fully 
known, but it has been observed th at 
in the susceptible person the ex­ 
posed parts become first blanched 
and bloodless, and subsequently red 
and engorged with blood. 
The first condition is apparently 
due to a spasmodic contraction of 
the small blood vessels, followed in 
time by their relaxation. 
During the reaction the blood 
serum escapes from the blood ves­ 
sels into the surrounding tissues, 
forming little swellings. 
The swellings are not infrequent­ 
ly painful and the sufferer com­ 
plains of an itching and burning. 
He is tempted to scratch the af­ 
fected parts and, in the process, may 
break open the swellings. 
The prevention of chilblain de­ 
mands an improvement In the blood 
circulation of the susceptible parts 
as well as their protection against 
excessive exposure to damp cold.

Judge 
Ulman’s characterization of the case 
was contained in a written opinion 
filed in the record 
Immediately 
afterward 
counsel 
for Duker requested Judge Ulman 
to have the record transcribed as 
soon as 
possible 
so it could

placed before Governor Ritchie in 
an 
attem pt 
to 
obtain executive 
clemency. 
The request was grant­ 
ed. Under the law, the date for the 
execution will be fixed by Governor 
Ritchie. 
No Emotion Displayed 
Lambert was the first to hear his 
fate. His 
mother and one of his 
five brothers sat on the first bench 
reserved for spectators as the youth, 
dressed in a blue sweater and brown 
trousers, walked rapidly to the stand 
when called by Judge Ulman. He 
showed no sign of 
emotion when 
sentence was imposed.

the game commission, advised Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot today in a letter de­ 
fending the action of the commis­ 
sion in declaring an open season on 
antlerless deer this year. 
Tile open season on the antlerless 
deer will run concurrently with the 
open season on bucks but the in­ 
dividual and hunting party bag lim­ 
its remain the same regardless of 
the sex of the deer. The Individual 
limit is one a season or six for a 
camp 
The 
season extends 
from 
December I to December 15. 
Kill Increasing 
“In tile nine years from 1922 to 
1930 tao kill of deer has increased 
steadily from 6,116 to 26.094, but to­ 
day theer are many more deer in 
Pennsylvania than when the In­ 
dians dwelt 
here." Loftier 
wrote. 
‘‘With our game refuge system it 
would be an utter impossibility to 
shoot out our deer herd. I f air deer 
outside of our refugees were killed 
in any single season, we would still 
have more for restocking purposes 
within our refuges than were to be 
found in the whole district a few 
years ago. 
"Complaints of damage by deer 
have been investigated in all parts 
of the 
state. It has 
been found 
that many farmers have been un­ 
able to raise crops in fields or farms 
adjacent to the forest areas because 
of the 
depredations of 
tile deer. 
Many young orchards have been de­ 
stroyed, potato crops ruined, buck­ 
wheat fields devastated, and wheat 
trampled down." 
The letter stated that there are 
too many deer in most sections of

herd in all sections, the 
hazard from deer hunting in Penn­ 
sylvania is almost negligible and be­ 
cause of the present economic con­ 
ditions it is better to feed hungry 
mouths than for the deer to die of 
starvation or be shot for protection 
of crops.

her to use his charge accounts. 
In the libel suit she alleges that 
the actress, in an interview printed 
in a European newspaper, 6aid Mrs.
